The condition of aruficers, is, if poffible ftill 
worle. Inilead of waning indolently in their 
work-houles, for the cuftomers, as in Europe, 
they are continually ranning about the ftreets with 
the tools of their refpective trades, offering their 
fervice, and, as it were, begging employment. 
The poverty of the jower ranks of peop'e in Chi- 
na far farpofles that of the molt beggarly nations 
in Europe. In the neighborhood of Canton, ma- 
ny hendred, it is commonly faid many thoufand fa- 
milies, have no habitation on the land, bat live 
conftantly in little fitting boats wpon the rivers 
and canals, 

The tubfitlence whick they find there is fo fean- 
ty, that they are eager to fith up the naitieft gar- 
~ bage thrown overboard from any Kuropean thip. 
Any cartioo, the carcafe of a dead dog or cat, 
for ex mple, though half putrid and flinking, is 
as welcome (o them as the mott wholefome food is 
to the people of other countries.— Marriage is en- 
couraged i) Chioa, vot by the proficablenefs of 
chi'drea, but by the hberty of deftroying them.—

ENGLISH OFFICIAL ACCOUNT. 

London, May 14. —Yetierday intelligence was 
received from Si James Murray, giving an 
account of the action at Mauide, om the 18th, 
between the combined armies and ihe French.
